DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Cartoonist Jules Feiffer and his wife, novelist 
Joan Zandell Holden, were seen hopping off the 
Shelter Island Ferry in North Haven to continue 
on by subway to Sag Harbor for a picnic at the new 
John Steinbeck Park. Simon Perchik, considered 
the most prolific poet in America today, was seen 
with his pad and pen on the subway between the 
Maidstone stop and downtown East Hampton, 
headed for the Golden Pear, where he writes almost 
every day at a table in the back. 


SLOWDOWN 

Riders experienced a slowdown to 5 mph on 
Wednesday afternoon between the Southampton 
and Water Mill stations so their trains would 
not hurt a fluttery swarm of beautiful butterflies 
flittering over the tracks in the tunnel between those 
two stations. The decision to slow down, made by 
motorman Charlie Angelino without consulting

headquarters, was because he feared these 
butterflies might be an endangered species. He 
quickly radioed to other motormen, approaching 
from either direction and arriving later, to do the 
same.

Passengers experienced the slowdown 
for 45 minutes, after which the swarm was gone— 
before the subway environmentalist SWAT team 
arrived at the scene, hoping to confirm the butterfly 
endangeredness.

GOD BLESS AMERICA 

In a tribute to our President and his good works, 
Commissioner Aspinall, who is a close friend of 
the President, has decided that every morning at 6 
a.m. when the system opens, the day at the subway 
will begin with the singing of “God Bless America,” 
performed live at that hour and_ broadcast 
throughout the system by one or another of the fine 
singing groups who perform at clubs throughout 
the Hamptons. They will sing from microphones 
set up in the lobby of the Hamptons Subway 
building on Ponquogue Avenue in Hampton 


Bays. The playing of that song will be preceded by 
Commissioner Aspinall announcing the name of 
the singing group and praising them, which he will 
pre-record the night before so he doesn’t have to 
get up that early. As the song is sung, hats will come 
off and all the underground American flags will be 
raised temporarily five feet. 


NO SHUTDOWN FOR ONE YEAR 

Hamptons Subway celebrated the one-year 
anniversary of not having had the subway system 
shut down for an entire day. This is the first year 
this has been accomplished since 1989, and as a 
gift to the staff, Commissioner Aspinall has decreed 
that next Tuesday, all of them will have the day off 
and the system will be run by volunteers, if any can 
be found. Otherwise the celebration will consist of 
the system being closed for the day. Long overdue.

Hamptons Subways business operation is 
performed by live bookkeepers using ledger 
books: and pens to make entries. An attempt to 
computerize the system in 2016 resulted in the 
collapse of all restaurant ordering and billing 
programs Hamptons-wide. So we gave up on that. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

One hundred and six subway commissioners from 
around the country stayed at my house on the ocean 
in Southampton for a work session last weekend to 
discuss subway problems and solutions. We had 
planned seminars on Saturday and Sunday, but 
nobody signed up so we spent the time enjoying 
the ocean, tennis, fishing, golf, sailing, drinking and 
eating at four-star restaurants.

OFFICERS SUE DEPARTMENT 


The Hamptons Police Department is in deep 


turmoil this week after 25 of its 30 uniformed 
officers filed a $400 million class-action lawsuit 
against the department, complaining that they’ve 
been forced to do police work. 

The complaint says officers have had to write 
tickets, pull over speeding cars, chase perpetrators 
on foot and in vehicles, interview suspects and 
witnesses, and make arrests, often over many 
years on the force. 

“We were sold a false bill of goods. No one told 
us working for this police department would be 
dangerous or stressful,” Finn Zorn, who once 


captained the Hamptons Police Submarine 
Unit—before he was ignominiously replaced last 
year—said, explaining why he and Ris fellow 
officers are seeking damages. 

“I know rookies who are already getting carpal 


~ tunnel syndrome from writing so many tickets— 


it’s an epidemic in our ranks,” he continued. “And 


wearing this hot, itchy uniform goes against every: 


freedom our country stands for. It’s time we all 
got our due, and we're here to collect.” 

Zorn said he and the other officers are also 
preparing to sue perpetrators and suspects 


they've arrested or ticketed during their careers. 


“We're also going to sue every person who made 
us arrest or ticket them. Just you wait,” he said. 
“These people’s irresponsible actions put us in 
harm’s way. None of us took this job expecting to 
be put in perilous or injurious situations.” 
According to Zorn, the dozens of officers 
suffering with carpal tunnel blame not only the 
Hamptons Police Department, but all of the 
people they’ve ticketed. “Every jerk who parked 


illegally, drove over the speed limit or let their ~ 


inspection expire has to accept their contribution 
to our pain and maladies,” Zorn said. “Each ticket 


was part of that—it’s death by a thousand cuts— 
and all of us are going back through our records 
and taking names. No one will get away with what 
they’ve done to us.” 


HIRSCH RETIRING 
Longtime Hamptons Police Department 
spokesman Larry Hirsch announced this 
week, that he will retire before year’s end. His 
replacement, heroic HPD officer Rex Gallant, has 
already begun training with Hirsch. 

The new HPD spokesman severely damaged 
his knee while jumping on the wing of a private 
jet carrying Sassy Rags clothing store owners 
Harold and Ben Gerblert, who were trying to 
escape justice, despite a warrant issued for their 
arrest. The brothers stand accused of creating a 
storefront with neon lights, brushed metal pillars 
and floor-to-ceiling glass that does not match the 
historic character of Sag Harbor. 

“If Rex hadn’t jumped on that speeding plane, 
jimmied the hatch and knocked out the pilot, the 
Gerblert brothers would not be sitting in our jail 
awaiting trial,” Hirsch said of his successor. “This man 
is a hero, and he'll serve this department well.”

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Frothingham’s Herald 


Sag Harbor Publisher of First L. I. Paper Vanished and Was Never Found 


BY DAN RATTINER 


L ast summer, various authorities in this area 
gathered in front of the historic former home 
of David Frothingham on Main Street in Sag 
Harbor to dedicate a historic marker to him. At 
the age of 26, at the time that George Washington 
was still president, Frothingham started the first 
newspaper ever published on Long Island. He 
called it Frothingham’s Long-Island Herald. 

He was not only the first publisher. of a 
newspaper, according to Newsday, he also was 
its first editor, its first reporter, its first ad 
salesman and its first paper boy that year of 1791. 
He also was its printer. He had a hand-cranked 
flatbed press in his home where, once a week, 
having gathered up enough rags to stew and dry 
into a huge flat piece of paper, he created his 
product—which, when folded and printed, turned 


into four hefty pages, each 8 x 17 inches. 

His goal, he wrote, was to provide a 
“useful repository of knowledge, humour and 
entertainment, while Vice, the bane of society... 
though cloaked with the garb of authority, will be 
branded with every mark of infamy.” 

He and his wife, Nancy Pell, had two children, 
boys, who they began raising in that home on 
Main Street. But then, suddenly, seven years and 
nearly 400 issues later, Frothingham vanished. 
No one in Sag Harbor, not even his wife, knew 
what had become of him. Distraught as she was, 
she nevertheless continued the publication alone 
for six years, then sold it to some others who 
changed its name and proceeded along another 
10 years, after which it ceased publication. 

In 1814, when Nancy Pell was 46, word came 
down that a man named David Frothingham had 
died at sea off the coast of Africa. As a result, Ms.

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Pell ordered a gravestone with her husband’s 
name, birth and death years carved into it placed 
in a Sag Harbor cemetery to commemorate his 
passing. And then she married a local ‘man and 
continued on with her life.

News: 
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We hear that on Thursday last, as two men 
were mowing on a meadow at the Wading 
River, one missing his stroke, his scythe took 
the other in the thick of the thigh, and almost 
severed the flesh from the bone clear round; the 
blood flowing in such a torrent from so large a 
wound, almost deprived the unhappy man of his 
life before relief could be obtained—but we are 
happy to add that by the assistance of an able 
physician, the wound was closed and patient is 
like to do well. 

Such has been the rage for speculation, in the 
cities of New York and Philadelphia, that no 
less than twenty expresses passed through New 
Brunswick in one week, to and from Philadelphia. 

Oddly, there was very little news of Sag 
Harbor in this publication. You might think Sag 
Harbor news would be on the front page. But 
the front page had more important national and 
regional stories. The little local news section was 
confined to half a column on page three entitled 
SAG HARBOR. Here are some examples of 
those items. 

On Wednesday last the students of Clinton 
Academy went through their several 
examinations and with great pleasure, we add, 
that the proficiency they had made met with 
general approbation and redounded greatly 
to their honor. The exhibition in the after part 
of the day displayed great wit, genius, and 
humour and while it exerted a risibility, 
improved and enlightened. Too great praise 
cannot be bestowed on the animated youth who 
spoke the concluding oration. His difficult and 
emphatic mode of delivery, and the delicacy of

The fast sailing sloop INDUSTRY, Luther 
Hildreth, Maker, will constantly ply between 
Sag Harbor and New York the ensuing 
season, every fortnight or oftener, wind and 
weather permitting. 

This lack of local information from a busy 
whaling community provides a clue as to 
what happened to Frothingham. It turns out 
Frothingham never owned the paper. It was 
owned by a local man, Henry Packer Dering. 
Herein hangs that tale. 

After the Revolution, General Washington was 
elected president in 1788 by acclimation. Beneath 
him, the leaders of two political parties with 
very divergent ideas began to fight it out with 
exaggerations and lies delivered to the general 
public through the newspapers. On one side 
were the Federalists, led by Alexander Hamilton 
and James Madison. They favored mercantilism 


_and industry, with a future based on a money 


management system similar to the one in England. 
On the other side were the anti-Federalists led by 
Thomas Jefferson and Aaron Burr. Jefferson 
advocated state’s rights, a confederation rather 
than a united nation, and a simpler monetary 
system that would create an agrarian society of 
farmers and fishermen far into the future. This 
country would not have become a world power if 
Jefferson had his way. 

During this period, nearly all the income that 
came into government coffers was collected as 
customs fees charged for importing goods from 
overseas. One could get rich being a customs 
collector. Long Island’s customs house was in 
Sag Harbor. Seizing the CONTINUED ON PAGE 58 
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moment, the scion of a wealthy Sag Harbor 
mercantile family, Henry Packer Dering got 
himself appointed collector largely through the 
efforts of Federalist Alexander Hamilton. 

In exchange for this appointment, Dering was 
expected to support Hamilton and his friend 
James Madison in their drive to. create the 
financial system for the future of the country. 
He should start a newspaper, and with it 
attack Jefferson. 

Dering, however, needed help to start a 
newspaper. One day, he met David Frothingham, 
a printer’s assistant in Boston who would agree 
to work for him as the printer-publisher of a 
newspaper in Sag Harbor. Frothingham and his 
young wife, Nancy Pell, moved to Sag Harbor. 
Dering paid him not a lot, but pointed out 


that by barter from the town merchants for 
advertisements, he could get by. Dering also 
backed Frothingham in owning a store on the 
Landing, as Long Wharf was called back then. 

The Long-Island Herald attacks on the anti- 
Federalists were subtle but front-page. In 
1792, the second year of the Herald, a Federalist 
paper written by Thomas Paine appeared, as it 
did in other Federalist newspapers. On another 
occasion, Frothingham met Aaron Burr. Thus the 
weekly newspaper attacked for five years. 

In 1796, however, Dering’s political position 
changed. He suddenly became an anti-Federalist. 
It was said he was very bitter about how the British 
had treated Sag Harbor during the Revolution. But 
he’d been a Federalist for the whole 10 years after 
the war. More likely, what gave him this change 


of heart was George Washington’s announcement 
that he would not run for re-election in 
1796. Now it seemed that Thomas Jefferson 
might get elected president, and if that happened, 
Dering’s appointment as collector would end. 
Unless, ahead of time, he’d disassociate himself 
from the Long-Island Herald. And so he did, even 
though the Long-Island Herald was prospering. 
And then Frothingham vanished. _ 

We know today, because of a court case, that 
young Frothingham suddenly left Sag Harbor to 
take a job in Brooklyn as the printer-publisher 
of The Argus, the largest anti-Federalist daily 
newspaper in that city. He had to know that his 


wife and children could continue to make a living . 


publishing the Long-Island Herald. But he was 
tied now to Dering and the anti-Federalists. 

On the national scene, however, Jefferson did 
not win the presidential election of 1796: John 
Adams, the Federalist, beat him. On the other 
hand, Adams was seen by many as a terrible 
president, hated by both parties. The 1 
constantly were on the attack. 

Among his misadventures, Adams caused 


the creation of a new law banning any hate- 


filled and critical writing about any public 
official, even if true. It was called the Alien 
and Sedition Act, and its intent was to stop all 
the infighting and false charges claiming 
Hamilton was secretly urging British intervention 
in the presidential election. In fact, what it 
did was interfere with freedom of speech. It 


was a terrible law. And it seems to have led to. 


disaster for the now-34-year-old Frothingham. 


David Frothingham’s goal with 


his newspaper, he wrote, was 


to provide a “useful repository 
of knowledge, humour and _ 
entertainment...” 


On December 6, 1799, the anti-Federalist 
Argus published a preposterous claim that 
Alexander Hamilton had been given money by 
the British monarchy to buy an anti-Federalist 
newspaper in Philadelphia, attacking him. As 
a result, Hamilton demanded that the printer- 
publisher of The Argus, one David Frothingham, 
be arrested for violating the Alien and Sedition 
Acts—even though Frothingham had not written 
this story and in fact had picked it up from 
another newspaper that published it first. 7 

Frothingham was tried, convicted, sentenced 
to four months in prison and fined $100, and 
required to stay in jail until he could pay a bond 
of $2,500 additional—a huge sum of money— 
before being released. 

Did Frothingham die in prison? Did he get 
sent out west to die there, as one historian has 
claimed? Did he get lost at sea? No one knows. It 
seems no one will ever know. 

In the presidential election of 1800, one year 
after Frothingham’s conviction, anti-Federalists 
Aaron Burr and Thomas Jefferson tied with the 
number of votes in the Electoral College tally. 
To break the tie, it was agreed that Federalist 
Alexander Hamilton should cast the final vote. 
Hamilton cast his vote for Jefferson, saying that 
Burr did not have proper ethical standards for 
the job. 

Burr never forgave Hamilton, and four years 
later, in a duel, shot and killed him.

wrote at length about the annual Artists & 
Writers softball game played in East Hampton 

last week, which the Artists won 10 to 8.

Yes, he said 
he’d ump for an inning. He came 


out to the pitcher’s mound and was given the 
ball. Since I had been out there to ump the first 
inning, which I have done for the past 20 years, I 
observed all this, left the mound and went over to 
watch him from first base. 

I took pictures of the president doing his inning 
for a while. Then somebody came over to talk 
to me, then I went behind the backstop to talk 
to the announcers, then I went over to talk to 
Keith Kelly from The New York Post, then I 
went to the men’s bathroom building just off 
the third base side, then I went out to the parking 
lot to get a bottle of water I had left in my car,

then I checked to see if John Papa’s Café had 
gotten that week’s issue of Dan’s Papers (which 
they had), then I thought the inning might be up 
and so returned to the field just as Clinton was 
working with two strikes and two outs toward 
the end of what I thought must still be the 
first inning. 

Lief Hope came over and said I should get ready 
to ump at the end of this inning. And so, after the 
inning I went out, the president walked offthe field 
and I went in, umped a few more innings and then 
was replaced by another umpire, Claude Beudert, 
who said he’d coached my daughter when she 
was in high school years ago. She 
was on the men’s wrestling team. 
I have the team picture. But that’s 
another story. 

But here’s the thing. At the time I 
went in to ump the second inning, I 
have since been told, it was actually 
the third inning. So this is that 
correction. 

You can’t believe everything 
you see. 

I guess that’s why umpires are 
said to be blind—except for the 
president, who sees well and works

here’s been a significant uptick in the number 

of mobile billboards traveling the roads of 
the Hamptons. They are very recognizable, which 
is the whole idea. A flatbed truck hauls these 
big, flat panels around, standing them on end in 
the flatbed, going nowhere, just circling around 
in the most well-traveled parts of town where, 
sometimes 8 by 10 feet or larger, they can be seen 
by the most eyeballs. They advertise restaurants. 
They advertise upcoming events. They advertise 
bars. I’ve seen them advertising Tate’s Cookies—a 
photograph of an enormous bag of chocolate 
chip cookies is to be seen on both sides. One’s 
mouth waters. It drives away. Event producers 
occasionally advertise coming events on these 
signs on wheels. 

There are ordinances against standard 
billboards in. both East Hampton and 
Southampton. In East Hampton, the law says that 
billboards, “an outdoor sign located elsewhere 
than upon the same lot upon which the advertised 
business is located, whether flash, blink or flicker, 
along with any sign that exceeds 10 feet in height 
and classified by definition as billboards, are 
illegal.” The Southampton ordinance says that 
any moving sign, flashing or not, is illegal. 

You don’t really hear about or see ordinance 
officers out giving tickets to the drivers of moving 
billboards, though, and the reasons seem obvious. 
First of all, what is the difference between a truck

hauling a box trailer filled with bags of cookies 
with the image of bags of chocolate chip cookies 


on the side making deliveries, and one that’s just © 


a billboard truck? Both make the same visual 
intrusion as they toodle along. So does a big metal 


moving van, empty but with a sign on each side | 


stating the name of the delivery truck company. 
Furthermore, maybe a billboard truck is traveling 
from one community, where they are legal, to 
another community where they are legal, but 
have to pass through a community where they are 
not legal? 

There’s a particular little open-air shuttle bus in 
both East Hampton and Southampton that takes 
people from the parking lots at the far end of 
town to the beach and back. They are called Free 
Ride because, in fact, they are free to be boarded 
anywhere along their routes, and they make 
their money, this private business, by placing 
advertisements on the vehicles, promoting things 
like cranberry juice or coconut water, and nobody 
stops them. _ 

It’s a bit like that “appropriate dress” euisaes 
in Southampton Village, passed long ago and 
still on the books, which says that a person must 
cover their body with some sort of clothing from 
just above the nipple (they call it the areola) to 
midway between the hip and the knee. I’ve never 
heard of anybody getting arrested for walking 
around town wearing a whole lot less than that. 

In the early days of Dan’s Papers, back in the 
1960s, I rae two one-ton Chevy vans that 


employees could drive around, delivering the 
newspapers. Just a few years earlier, the towns 
of Southampton and East Hampton passed 
laws making stationery billboards illegal. This 
community was largely farmland then, and 
billboards advertising tractors or pickup trucks 
were by the sides of the road all over the place. 
It was felt the billboards blocked scenic views, 
which they did. It was felt they were junking 
up the towns, which they were. Members of the 


_ Ladies Village Improvement Society said they . 


had to go. So they did. 

As for me, I had no qualms deciding to make 
my delivery trucks into traveling advertisements. 
I painted them cherry red and emblazoned with 
the Dan’s Papers logo I used at that time in 
bright white, 10 feet by 6. They were visible a 
hundred yards away. No other trucks had such 
bold advertising like that back then. And just to 
rub it in, I painted the number of the truck in big 
letters on the cab doors. On the driver’s door it 
said it was No. 6. On the passenger’s door it said 
it was No. 22. There were those who thought 
this was serious and there were those who got 
the joke. 

There was nothing in those early laws making 
traveling billboards on wheels illegal. Anyway, 
the towns have recently had some complaints 
from the public about traveling billboards. But 
when the cops responded to the complaints, they 
often found that the perps had fled the scene. 
Damn. ft

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Take a seat on a lovely old bench 
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What does the fall season mean for 
Unlimited Earth Care? 

Fall is a very busy time for us. My team and I are 
out on every property, checking in on the soil 
after summer, installing evergreens for winter, 
and of course planting bulbs to make sure 
there’s a fresh, colorful design in the spring. 


What are some misconceptions about 
landscaping and gardening during the fall? 
One misconception I’ve heard is that some 
gardens don’t have the space for bulbs, but 
that’s not true; gardens can actually hold 

many more bulbs than you'd expect. Another 
misconception is gardens with deer should avoid 
bulbs, but alliums are also a bulb in the onion 
family. Alliums have a strong taste, so deer don’t 
eat them, and it has a spherical, lilac-colored 
bloom that brings a striking, geometric element 
to a garden. 


What excites you most about fall in the 
Hamptons? 

For many, the end of summer is the end of their 
season, but for me it’s only the beginning of fall. 
The beginning of “another” Hamptons, where 
the air is fantastically crisp, and the leaves move 
through their subdued oranges and fiery reds— 
I’m quite looking forward to it. For nature lovers, 
fall in the Hamptons can rival even its famous 
summers. 


What are your favorite fall plantings? 

Fall is the time to plant spring bulbs—crocus, 
daffodils, tulips. These are all usually replanted 
every fall, which gives me an opportunity to 
reimagine the colors and themes of the spring 
garden every year. 


How can Hamptons homeowners prepare 
their properties for the colder weather? 
Fall is the time to prepare the soil for spring, 
while it’s cooling off from summer, and plant 
bulbs, and some Asiatic lilies, such as the 
stunning Casablanca lily. 

Fall is also the best time to plant evergreen 
trees and shrubs. These keep color in the 
landscape through winter, and evergreens 
planted in the fall really thrive. Draining and 
clearing residual water to protect pipes from 
freezing in irrigation systems is important. So is 
winterizing the plantings, which means cutting 
back perennials, pruning shrubs and trees, 
adding a few inches of compost, and filling 
gaps that may have occurred over the summer. 
Taking advantage of the fall to care for your 
garden will ensure everything looks neat in the 
winter and stays healthy throughout the year.

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obert McKinley is a big deal as a designer. He is especially known for 

boutique hotel and restaurant clients with names like Sant Ambroeus, 
the Surf Lodge, and Ruschmeyer’s. So when he decided to take on a 
humble bungalow in Montauk, with exceedingly tired décor, we were 
interested to see the results. 

His first project is called Fairview, after the street on which it’s located. 
He and wife Kate wanted a weekend getaway that they could also rent 
out. McKinley says, “We chose to create a space that reflects our personal 
aesthetic sensibilities—a space that we’d want to bring our families to, but 
also one that people could visit and enjoy.” 

And just to make things interesting, the idea was to make the house 
shoppable for guests. That’s right. If you’re staying there and you like 
the modern, stylish kitchen, you can buy it from McKinley’s partners. 

The stovetop, with burners integrated into the stone countertop, is by 
PITT, while the simple, upscale-looking cabinetry is by Reform. Take this 
curated look home with you. McKinley says, “By making the items in the 
home shoppable, visitors could experience the products before making a 
purchase decision. 

“The concept of the shoppable bungalow made sense as a means of

sharing brands I believe in with those who share my aesthetic.” 

And heck, if you really can’t live without the entire thing, McKinley says 
the bungalow itself is for sale, if desired. “Everything is for sale, including 
the house; you could try it before you buy it!” 

McKinley's second project, Federal (also named after its Montauk 
street), was renovated and designed in a similar fashion. It’s currently for 
sale with Compass, asking $1.95 million. 

“We renovated this house from scratch,” McKinley says. “Luckily the 
house had great bones—although it hadn’t been touched in years. We 
essentially gut renovated—stripping down to the studs! 

“The whole process was quite exciting and also challenging at times. 
Perhaps unexpectedly, it was very similar to my experience as a designer 
in that I usually have to take the bare bones of something and make it 
welcoming and attractive.” 

Just as with the first project, Federal is filled with interesting design ideas, 
cozy spaces, and midcentury touches. McKinley drew inspiration from the 
nearby coastline, with a few spaces reminiscent of Europe or Morocco, 
filled with color and pattern. Curated vintage furniture, pottery, accessories 


and art bring the design together. Continued on page 30

Originally built in 1971, the raised ranch 
maintains some original details, such as the newly 
white-painted brick fireplaces. In keeping with 
modern sensibilities, McKinley opened up the floor 
plan to introduce a seamless flow from living room 
to kitchen to outdoor deck. Vaulted ceilings display 
Noguchi lanterns. The color palette throughout is 
light, with lime-washed whites, but a rich mix of 
textures, provided by natural stone, rattan, wood, 
vintage ceramics and rugs add interest. 

“We sourced from a variety of furniture brands, 
including rocking chairs from Marini I bought at 
Salone. We also worked with Aelfie on rugs and 
tapestries that kept the space light and bright,” 
says McKinley. 

But in the library and the attached pool house, 
the mood changes. The library features Palm Green 
limewash paint, and the pool house is filled with 
vibrant tiles. There’s also a Moroccan-style daybed, 
and a wet bar with an adorable mini Smeg fridge. 

Outside the landscaping is natural with, native 
plants incorporated throughout. The form of the 
original ranch is somewhat blurred (reminding us of 
the Montauk Beach House or a Bates-Masi house) 
with vertical slats, an interesting design addition. 

But as with most projects, the budget was 
not unlimited. “Most of my money-saving hacks 
come into play at the interior design stage of 
the renovation. I always look for quality items at 
affordable places as building blocks for a space,” 
notes McKinley. “Our interior design was led by 
this idea of combination pieces. For the kitchen, 
we integrated a series of simple, functional Ikea 
cabinets with compelling, modern front and cover 
panels by Reform. 

“T also love to find decorative elements at antique 
markets and sometimes via Etsy. I have a bit of 
an obsession with the platform—it’s such a great 
research tool!” 

What's next for McKinley? “We plan to renovate 
another house in Montauk, which will be ready 
spring 2020. We also have our eyes on other 
markets such as Aspen, Upstate New York and 


Rockaway Beach.” Watch this space.

Dress your autumn table with natural elements 


Keats called autumn the season of “mellow fruitfulness,” and we think it’s 
a great idea to bring some of the harvest home. Pomegranates, tangerines, 
figs and grapes are all in season, as are blackberries and cranberries, and 
make for beautiful displays bursting with color. Pile the fruit prettily on a 
cake stand and add trailing greenery. 

But if all that orange and red isn’t working for you, feel free to stay 
neutral and fill your space with white pumpkins and gourds. Add interest 
with texture: dried wheat stalks, icy eucalyptus, even branches of cotton 
bolls. Don’t forget to gather pinecones to fill in spaces. 

“Flowers also are a great way to add color and natural design to finish 
the room off and bring lightness to the space,” says Geller. 

Zamor says that it’s key to bring the outdoors in. He likes to do it with 
hydrangeas in the fall, the peegee types or the mopheads with colors that 
turn as the fall comes in.

“For Ciuffo, preserving his family name and reputation 


erging old-world craftsmanship and the requirements of a large, has remained fundamental business” 
booming business is a challenging prospect for any artisan, even 
with generations of family history behind them. The road to achieving — 


this difficult balance is littered with wreckage from compromised ideals 


and failure, but the rare and ambitious few who succeed, stand poised to 
accomplish anything. 

For Gary Ciuffo of Ciuffo Cabinetry, preserving his family name and 
reputation—established over a century of custom woodworking in 
America, since his great grandfather Gaspare Ciuffo set roots here in 
1907—has remained fundamental to the business. Through decades 
of hard work, keeping one foot firmly planted in the past and another 
in the future, the carpenter and businessman has carefully grown Ciuffo 
Cabinetry into a sizable company with 50 employees, ever-expanding 
facilities and no indication of slowing down or allowing the quality to 
suffer. 

“There’s nothing we build that’s not custom or unique. It’s why they 
come to us. It’s all made here. It’s got a lot of eyes on it,” Ciuffo says, 
describing a process that begins at the scratchboard and then moves 
into computer programs and their factory before reaching the finishing 
stage. From there, Ciuffo’s team delivers and installs the cabinets at 
customers’ homes. “There’s no limit, from a whole tree slab that needs 
to be butterflied and reconditioned and then sent out as a tabletop, to a 
high-gloss, Italian lacquered kitchen—we do the whole spectrum.” 

Today, Ciuffo Cabinetry incorporates this modern computer 
technology with time-honored tools and techniques to create custom 
cabinets and more for homes in the Hamptons and Long Island, New 
York City and the surrounding areas, and far beyond. But, like any good 
craftsman, Ciuffo started at a young age, learning to do it all by hand. 

“I started going to work for my father as soon as I could help him, 
which was probably 10 years old,” Ciuffo says. “Of course, an Italian 
family, you work when you can walk.” He spent years alongside his 
father Gaspar Ciuffo and other knowledgeable men in their Deer Park 
shop, learning through hands-on labor before Continued on page 46 
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starting in earnest right out of high school. “I just kept going at it and 
going at it,” Ciuffo says. By his late 20s, he was ready to take the reins and 
bring a new generation of growth and prosperity to his father’s business. 

“He basically took a backseat and semi-retired,” Ciuffo says of his father. 
“Back in the mid-80s when I got out of school and I started full time, I 
jumped in with two feet, and that’s when I started really telling my father 
we've got to modernize and move forward, and get bigger and bigger. He 
didn’t want to get bigger and better—he wanted to stay where he was,” 
Ciuffo adds. In spite of his father’s reservations, Ciuffo kept his eye on the 
prize and moved forward with his plans. He quickly built up the business 
from four employees to between 10 and 15. They eventually outgrew their 
shop, and Ciuffo purchased a building across the street in about 1998 
or '99. “We've been here for 20 years, and now we're at just under 50 
employees.” 

Ciuffo says his business is once again on the cusp of a new era. Along 
with training his son Joseph to take over, and opening an appointment- 
only showroom in Southampton, the company is moving to Bayport 
early next year. After decades in Deer Park, Ciuffo Cabinetry is headed 
to a massive, 32,000-square-foot facility that’s more than triple the 
size of their current space. In addition to accommodating a swelling 
workload, the Bayport location will boast a Ciuffo museum displaying 
objects, pictures and ephemera from his family’s long, proud history of 
woodworking. 

“We have a very wide but connected web of Ciuffo family throughout 
the country that’s still connected and involved with woodworking,”

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Ciuffo says, explaining that he’s become a sort of repository for family 
heirlooms and relics, from his great grandfather’s church carvings and full- 
size statuary, to treasures from his factories in Manhattan and Brooklyn, 
including Gaspare’s workbench and 300-piece carving set. “So the history 
is deep. It’s deep rooted and deeply respected, and definitely handed 
down from generation to generation,” Ciuffo says. “We’re proud to have 
and use the name. I never really fathomed that it would carry on a whole 
other generation. It’s the fifth generation in America.” 

Ciuffo is thrilled that his 30-year-old son and vice president is keeping 
the family business in the family. “It’s very rewarding and it’s a great 
feeling. It takes a special kind of person to not only do this kind of 
business, but to have the interest and the love, and the skill to pull it off,” 
he says. “You have to constantly be on the men who are fabricating, the 
team of designers who are designing with and under us, the customer 
relations, the installations—the whole process is really spearheaded 
from the top. It’s not like we rely on other people for that. We control it 
ourselves, Joe and I.” 

As his father’s successor, Joe, too, has had to learn to work with wood 
and carry on the family traditions. “We say it takes 20 years minimum 
to really know many of the details. He’s 30. He’s been doing it half his 
life,” Ciuffo says of his son. “He knows everything about it. You ask him a 
question or ask him to figure out how to do something, he knows it. It’s in 
his blood.”

Specifically, underwriters believe that when a contract of sale is within 90 days of the seller’s recently acquired deed, the 

seller may be attempting to obtain significant profit through utilizing a misleading or fraudulent appraisal that contains 

an artificially inflated property value to steal money from the lender. The profit is thought not to reflect a true retrofitting 

of the property with a real increase in fair market value as the result of effort and skill, but, instead, the profit is thought a 

to reflect an elaborate and fraudulent scheme where a corrupt buyer, seller, and appraiser are working in cahoots to Been oe ew 
steal money from the lender. That is the reason for lenders adherence to the so-called anti-flipping rules, which . ae 
prohibit a loan where the deed is dated within 90 days of the contract of sale. 


While some lenders can have tailored rules with exceptions to this 90 day anti-flipping policy, for loans within their rt 2 
portfolio program (that is, when the lender keeps the loan and doesn’t sell it on the secondary market to Fannie Mae or |

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BUYING A FLIP 


Remember to Wait Long Enough 
Before Signing the Contract 


For most loans, Fannie Mae requires that the lender obtain a signed and complete appraisal 
report that accurately reflects the market value, condition and marketability of the property. 


Some loans may be eligible for an appraisal waiver, and an appraisal is not required if the lender exercises the 
waiver and complies with the related requirements. (See B4-1.4-10, Appraisal Waivers, 

for additional information.). Lenders have taken this requirement of adequate collateral to impose, 

at least initially, a requirement that at least 90 days have elapsed from the seller 

obtaining the deed prior to the contract of sale being executed. 


Even more extreme than a conventional loan is an FHA loan, which prohibits, without exception, any 
loan to a borrower who executes a contract of sale within 90 days of the prior deed to the seller by 
way of 24 CFR §203.37a. Similarly, VA loans have this 90 day rule, but unlike in an FHA loan, a VA loan 
provides for exemptions with additional documentation and conditions being placed on the borrower. 


Sellers and borrowers alike should be mindful of this 90-day rule when entering into a contract of sale. 
Real estate brokers and attorneys should not permit their clients to sign a contract of sale when it is within dated 
90 days of the prior deed if contingent on a mortgage or a loan will be issued to pay the sales price. 


Yes, there are exceptions to this rule. However, the exceptions, like having a high credit score on a 
portfolio loan or proof of the retrofitting by the seller, aren’t worth the risk assessment to 

a buyer who can be held in default for failing to close on their contract of sale while relying on 

the invisible underwriter to make a determination as to risk worthiness.

A lifelong resident of Montauk, Perry “Chip” Duryea has witnessed many changes over the years. He recently sold his family’s seafood business, 
Duryea’s, which had been run by his father and grandfather since the early 1920s. Now his attention is shepherding the building work of the 
Montauk Playhouse community center, which will include an aquatic center. 


First question: as a Montauk resident, when do I get my pool? 

I have the same wish. Mine is actually for the therapy pool, which is going 
to be part of the aquatic center. We are going to have the four-lane lap pool, 
but, also, we’re going to have, right next to it, a therapy pool for people like me 
who just had a total shoulder replacement. 


What do you think about the changes in Montauk over the years? 
Some good, some bad. Obviously, I’ve seen a lot of change 

throughout my lifetime, particularly the past five years, in which change 
has been accelerated. Some outside money has come in and rehabilitated 
some of these older, longstanding family businesses just like I did 
with Duryea’s. 

For better or for worse, we’re only three hours from New York City, and 
this is a place where people want to be, particularly in the summertime. 
Sixty-five percent of our land is open space. We've got the beautiful beaches, 
we have the golf, we have the fishing. It’s just a natural draw. But the key 
is to try to manage the popularity while also prioritizing the infrastructure 
of the community. The volume of people over Fourth of July weekend was 
tremendous. I think the key for local government is to come to grips with the 
demands that the number of people are placing on the infrastructure. 


Of course, your father was very active in politics. Had you ever 
thought of going into just even local politics? 
I’ve worked more on the organizational side. As you know. he ran for

governor in 1978 against Carey. I campaigned rather extensively for him, 
particularly upstate, because there was too much ground to cover. I was

downtown Manhattan. I then got my MBA from Columbia in 1974. I had 
worked for Marine Midland Bank downtown, and they really wanted me to 
come back after I got my MBA. I always felt the pull of the farnily business. I 
kind of figured that I was going to wake up here sooner or later because I grew 
up in the business. I began working there for my father when I was 12 years 
old, for 25 cents an hour, shoveling ice. 


>| f° If you could have anyone, alive or dead, at your dinner party, who 
would you invite? 

?L: Tt would have to be my father. He had a tremendous influence upon me. 
He and I worked side-by-side in the seafood business for 35 years. I watched 
his political career from afar. He was a unique individual. I have picked up some 
of his traits, not all of them, but they only made one of him.

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Wampum: Treasure at the Shinnecock Indian Powwow 


irst-time visitors to the Shinnecock Indian 
Powwow, now in its 73rd year, are in for 


a culture shock in the best way. The word 


“powwow” is derived from the term “Pau Wau” 
which means “the leader of ceremonies” in the 
dialect of the Shinnecock and other New England 
tribes. It has since shifted to refer to a festival 
or gathering of Native American people, and 
the Labor Day weekend festival delivers this in 
spades. Hundreds of dancers from across the 
country will gather to join in the Grand Entry 
and to compete in a variety of categories, in 

which theyll don brightly colored regalia and 
plumage, moving rhythmically to a whirlwind of 
forceful drumbeats and powerful voices lifting 
their prayers to the heavens. 

Traditional Native American dancing is 
undoubtedly the main attraction of the annual 
event, but venture into any of the dozen upon 
dozens of vendor tents, and you're likely to 
_ discover a plethora of purple and white jewelry 
that’s as rich in Shinnecock culture as it is in 
stylishness. “Wampum is a symbol of our history 
and culture in the part of the world that our 
people are happy to share,” says Shane Weeks, a 
Shinnecock wampum maker and member of the 
Southampton Town Arts and Culture Committee. 


STRANDS OF WAMPUM BEADS 


Derived from quahog shells harvested from 
local beaches, wampum beads have been a part 
of Shinnecock culture—and other Northeast 
Native American tribes—for centuries, aiding in 
recordkeeping, storytelling and displays of social 
status and character. Weeks explains that each 
color of the beads represents a different aspect of 
Shinnecock culture. “The white part represents 
purity and health; the purple represents the blood 
of the people; and the black represents war,” he 
says. “Today, all of the cultural significance of 
wampum remains, though it is used more widely 
today, as a form of art.” 

Contrary to popular belief, the Rec ecisck 
people never saw wampum as a form of currency 
or something to trade among themselves. It 


wasn’t until Southampton Town and other 
colonies adopted it as form of currency in the 
early 1600s, that the Shinnecock began trading it. 
According to Weeks, the exchange rate was four 
pence for a 16-inch strand of white beads and 
eight pence for a strand of fae beads, due to 
the increased rarity. 

-Quahog shells couldn’t be bartered in their 
base form, however. Carving them into beads 
was—and still is—a delicate and tedious process. 
Originally created using grooved stones to grind 
shell fragments into cylinders, modern day 
techniques now use power tools, but the process 
still takes a great deal of time and care. “It can 
be compared to working with glass, as any wrong 


move will result in a shattered piece,” Weeks 
warns, recalling his time working at the Wampum 
Magic Factory on the Poospatuck Reservation 
in Mastic. 

In addition to dancing and vendors offering 
wampum, clothing and other crafts, the 
powwow offers sunset fire lightnings, traditional 
refreshments and a canoe race. Grounds open at 
3 p.m. on Friday, and 10 a.m. on Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday. On Sunday at 7 a.m., the fourth 
annual Shinnecock Whalers Mishoon Race sets 
off from Cuffee’s Beach on Little Beach Road, 
honoring the nation’s legacy of skilled canoers. ga

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Will the Montauk Lighthouse Be on New York’s New License Plate? 


BY AVA GAINES 


ew Yorkers may soon keep the Montauk 

Lighthouse with us everywhere we drive. 
NY Governor Andrew Cuomo has launched a 
statewide survey that will allow state residents 
to vote for one of five proposed license plate 
designs. One design, creatively named 
Plate 5, features a panorama of New York 
attractions, including Niagara falls, the Statue of 
Liberty, the Manhattan skyline and our very own, 
iconic Montauk Lighthouse. 

The online poll went live on _ the 
Governor’s website, now.ny.gov, Monday 
and voting will remain open through 
September 2. In-person voting will held at the 
Governor’s Exhibit at the Great New York State 
Fair beginning August 21. The license plate 
design that receives the most votes will 
be available to customers beginning in 
April 2020. At the same time, any registrants 
with license plates older than 10 years will be 
issued new ones at their own expense. 

Governor Cuomo explained the significance 
of the survey in a public announcement, noting, 
“License plates are a symbol of who we are as a 
state, and New Yorkers should have a voice and a 
vote in its final design. As the lifespan of the old

Chip Duryea, on board the Marie II, pulled 
in a 12 lb. |4 oz. blue last Sunday. There 
have been several other large blues, 
including a 16 lb. 2 oz. fish caught by 
Leonard J. Germano of Noroton Heights, 
Conn. aboard Frank Hill’s Squid, also 
last Sunday. 
The tuna are still visibly out there, but 
as yet, they are not cooperating. Once 


in a while, there is an exceptionally good 
catch, such as Carl Darenberg’s haul of 
38 on one trip of his Fortentate. 


We have been having occasional 


catches of marlin at this time, and quite 
a few mako sharks caught by the charter 
and private boats. 

One of these makos, a 70-pounder, was 
caught by Michael Scott of Baltimore last 
week. He was aboard Charlie Kaiser’s 
Jean Il. 

Both Ted Hegner’s Jo-Bob and Ed 
Hegner’s Captain Spider have been 
having excellent runs of cod, and the 
other open boats have also been having 
a good season bottom fishing for sea 
bass, porgies and fluke. Incidentally, 


many of the fishermen report that the 


run of porgies is the biggest in years. 


The Coxes Ledge boats have also 
been doing exceptionally well, and 
the Viking ships have been bringing 


-in some of the largest cod that we’ve 


ever had. One of the Viking fish, 
among the 30 or 40 brought in on the 
Viking Star Il yesterday, weighed 43 Ibs. 
It was caught by Anthony Tagliaferro of 
Staten Island. #&

ow-wow season has arrived and as usual 

everything is being done now that should 

have been done during the winter and 
spring. Of course, during the winter no one 
does much except complain about the weather 
and put off doing that breechcloth, moccasin 
repair, beadwork, dress or headdress until next 
week, right after that favorite show finishes for 
the season or the time and energy arrive or 
whatever excuse works, until it doesn’t anymore 
and suddenly it’s here...summer—and there’s a 
gathering every weekend. 

My excuse was that I still had plenty of time to 
do the necessary things, until time cleared out 
faster than Lolo Jones clears hurdles and left 
me scrambling with all the other procrastinators 
to get everything that was supposed to be done 
yesterday, done NOW. 

Welcome to the Pow-wow trail, where you 
can always find people sitting along the dance 
arena, in cars, RV’s, parking lots, tents and hotel 
rooms working on something at the last minute 
before the first grand entry. I'm one of those 
people sitting outside my tent making those last- 
minute adjustments, trying to stitch a blown- 
out moccasin, or replacing the small iridescent 
copper “sun-catcher” feathers on my headdress. 
This year I had to get new ribbon shirts made, 
because I only have three left and one of those 
looks like it was on that raft with Tom Hanks in 
Castaway. The other two are quite soft and comfy, 
but if I pull just a little on a ribbon, it will not only 
come off in my hand, but it will also bring some 
shirt material along for the party. It’s happened 
before at the most inopportune times— like right 
in the middle of a dance-off. 

So I enlisted The Niece, (AKA “The Tough 
Girl,” due to her shooting, truck-driving, hay- 
hauling and ruling-the-younger-siblings abilities) 
to take me “Up Island”—that’s anywhere west of 
Riverhead in “Rez Speak”—to a fabric store to 
pick out material. 

The Niece is a magic girl, the eldest 
granddaughter of an eldest granddaughter, who

is my eldest sister, who is the repository of 
a lot of the mid-wife and herbal knowledge 
left by the maternal grandmother, who knew 
about such things and other stuff that I am not 
privy to and honestly quite happy not knowing 
anything about. I’m more like an instrument of 
their will: going into the woods to look for the 
herbs and plants that they use for...whatever. 
The Niece also has nascent powers of her own 
that I don’t know or want to know anything 
about. I do know that she is fun to be around, 
can shoot a bow, shotgun or rifle better than 
most guys, rides motorcycles, quads and horses 


equally well, and has a great sense of humor, 
the last attribute being very important if you’re 
taking your fashion—challenged uncle on a 
shopping trip. 

- [like the old school look, like the outfits you see 
in paintings by Charles Bird-King, George Catlin, 
or Karl Bodmer. Nice, simple floral or calico 
prints in natural colors. The Niece picked fabrics 
of green, blue and yellow, which were beautiful. 
And she really is a whole lot better at picking 
out ribbon to accentuate the colors than I am or 
could ever hope to be. I joked with the counter 


girl wearing interesting CONTINUED ON PAGE 88 
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makeup, as I watched her cut up the cloth, wrap 
it nicely and ring me up. I asked her if you needed 
any special training to work in a big fabric store 
and she sighed as only a bored teen can and said, 
“Nah, you just have to apply and show up on 
time.” The Niece rolled her eyes and muttered, 
“OMG”, either at my lameness or the up island 
girl’s response, before grabbing the bag and 
walking quickly out of the store. But 
the fun was just beginning. The next 
part was getting the shirts made. 
The women who make my 
ribbon shirts arefrom a large 
family full of magic girls 
and all of them—mothers, 
daughters, sisters, nieces 
and aunts—have _ the 
mischievous, acerbic and 
quick sense of humor I’m 
so used to in Shinnecock 
women. They speak very quietly 
and smile a lot, which is really 
nice, but scary at the same time. I 
love to listen to them talking to each 

other in their secret language, discussing what 
each shirt should look like. It’s like hearing 
sparrows singing in the branches of a cedar 
overhead, you know they're saying something 
important but you’re unsure just what and 
then they'll turn and look your way and laugh 
before continuing. 

But they are sorceresses with a needle and thread 
and sewing machine, making new ribbon shirts 
that evoke the aura of those classic paintings. And 
every shirt they’ve made has seen me through 


long days dancing in the summer’s wilting heat 
and into the fall’s chilly nights. Sometimes, I look 
down while I’m wearing one and I can feel the 
energy those lovely women put into it. I feel as 
if nothing nor can no-one touch me, harm me or 
make me feel anything but happy. I feel pretty 
in a Muhammad Ali kind of way, like I’ve got on 
Frodo’s elf-woven shirt. It feels like magic when 
I put one on, so that’s what I call them; 
magic shirts. 
Now, I have other parts of my 
regalia that I consider magic 
too: beaded moose-hide 
Abenaki moccasins picked 
out and bartered ‘over by a 
Narragansett friend, a carved 
wooden turtle medallion my 
sister gave me, the leather for 
my breechcloth a Shinnecock 
woman chose and cut the 
fringe, (she thought I’d “murder 
it with a pair of scissors”); beaded 
turtles on the breech by the same 
woman who makes my shirts; white 
turquoise earrings acquired during a trip to my 
nephews’ Dine’ in-laws in New Mexico; an eagle- 
feather fan gifted by the Narragansett’s at an honor 
ceremony for dancing in their August Meeting 
(which they've held for 300 plus years); and a 
turkey-feather headdress provided by two cousins 
who shot and ate the turkey, then smoked the skin 
with the feathers attached, so they would stay on 
until “you can’t dance anymore.” Around my waist 
I wear a beaded leather belt that I made for my 


sister while I was in the Navy that she returned to 


me for good luck. Two silver turtles on silver chains 
hang from my neck; one from my love inside the 
shirt next to my skin, the other outside my shirt- 
collar, is from two medicine women that live in a 
little house bordered by a forest, a cemetery and 
a small highway. I found out the hard way that I 
have to keep them separated, or else they get to 
scrapping and tangled up and damn near choke 
me as I dance. And this year a woman who makes 


jewelry from sea glass will make a necklace for - 


me. I think anything that the ocean has cleaned 
and sculpted over time might give me an edge in 
patience and stamina. It all counts as magic to 
me and even though I’m a 2ist century Indian, I 
still believe that something unseen and unknown 
got us this far along so I might as — bene”. in 
magic. Can’t-hurt, I guess. 


It’s taken almost 15 years for this current outfit - 


to come together, and it’s an ongoing process. 

Fifteen years. I’ve been in and out of the pow-wow 
arena for most of my life. Though I’m no longer a 
young man, whenever I’m in that arena, wherever 
it might be, time is suspended. I am again that 


eight-year-old boy called into'a small teepee by | 


an old man during Shinnecock pow-wow, given 
a pair of bells for being a good and energetic 
dancer and told that dance would be there for me 
when there was nothing else. I remember being 
really excited and I truly believed that those bells 
helped me dance better and longer. I didn’t know 
exactly what that old man was talking about then, 
but I have come to realize that he was right. I see 
how moving my feet to the drum keeps my heart 
beating strong and keeps my head clear, how it 
takes away aches and pains and sorrows and what- 
ifs for a while. You know—like magic. 

Regalia (or outfits) are always being worked 
on, updated, tweaked and adjusted. My beaded 
moccasins have been re-soled three times with 
moose hide bought from the same booth on the 
pow-wow trail. Ribbon shirts are always fading 
and disintegrating from sweat and the bleaching 
sun. I can usually get two or three years out of 
one, if I rotate them properly. Feathers fall off the 
headdress, necklaces pop and jewelry and metal 
armbands have to constantly be polished, leather 
ties deteriorate and need to be checked constantly, 
or they'll let go of whatever is being held in the 
middle of a contest, meaning disqualification, if 
it’s a major piece of regalia. 

Once, during the Shinnecock pow-wow, I faced 
my Narragansett friend and rival in a dance-off. 
As the first drum beats began, I swung my war 
axe and watched as the cluster of hawk feathers 
representing myself and my four sisters detached 
from the axehead and arched into the sunlight. 
It hung in the air for what seemed like forever 
and I wanted to be as free as it was, if only for a 
few seconds...or a lifetime. It was an automatic 
disqualification, but we continued on and danced 
hard, the drum group giving us a smoking hot 
song. I presented my friend with those feathers, as 
a tribute to an honorable and spectacular contest. 
I feel like those feathers sometimes; wanting to 
break the ties of this world and fly away to a place 
where I can dance forever, my feet never touching 
the earth. But then, who knows? Perhaps one day 
I'll have gathered enough articles of magic and do 
just that. &&

here is an art to bringing past and present together, 

and a thrill to witnessing that merger. Inside 
Riverhead’s Preston House & Hotel, a 1905 home 
restored and transformed into a 20-room boutique 
getaway and 88-seat restaurant, Henry Preston 
watches over the intimate bar from an artist’s rendition 
of a vintage photograph gracing the wall. Beneath 
his gaze, art of a liquid medium is being created in 
his honor. 

“The Henry.” 

Bartender Katie Maroldi proudly 
announces the cocktail she is about 
to make, a signature drink that raises © 
a perpetual toast to the hotel and | 
restaurant’s namesake, a Civil War | 
veteran who came back home to the 
East End to become not only the first 
salaried sheriff of Suffolk County, — 
but a town clerk, town constable, 
tax assessor, justice of the peace and 
indispensible part of local history. 
The inspiration for the drink was to | 
pay homage to the classic American — 
spirit embodied in the building and the 
man, and no spirit is more classically 
American than bourbon. But first 
things first. As with any premium 
libation, this is part art and part science 


being played out on-the bar. 

Into a shaker goes the ice, followed by the demerara, 
their house-made simple syrup derived from equal 
parts water and the toffee-tasting amber sugar, which 
is ideal for mixing with darker liquors. Then comes the 
blackberry shrub in its midnight blue-black splendor. 

A shrub, for the uninitiated, is essentially a syrup— 
dating back centuries and much beloved in colonial 
America—made from fruit (or its juice), 
sugar and vinegar, simmered down 
into a concoction that is not sweet 
but rather brings an acidic tang. The 
blackberry-based shrub in The Henry 
is made fresh in-house, combining 
both red wine vinegar and balsamic 
vinegar with berries and sugar to arrive 
at a dramatic and dark elixir. 

“Now the. best part,” Maroldi 
says, selecting a bottle off the shelf 
behind her with reverence. “We put in 
our bourbon.” 

The golden, almost burnt-sugar- 
hued whiskey is Hudson Baby Bourbon, 
100% single-grain New York corn and 
aged in small American oak barrels. It 
holds the distinction of being the first 
legal pot-distilled whiskey produced 
in New York since Prohibition, and 


its place in history speaks to its place in this cocktail. 
Sipped on its own, you get hints of vanilla and caramel 
and corn, a bit of honey on the finish, all of which plays 
perfectly into The Henry’s profile. 

A vigorous shake follows. Now, this is a moment to 
note that “shaken versus stirred” is not a distinction 
invoked by 007 simply to sound debonair. “The general 
rule of thumb is, if it’s clear, you shake it, and if it’s a 
brown or darker liquid, you stir it,” Maroldi says. “But 
the exception to that rule is if you’re using any shrubs.” 

She wields the mixologist’s maraca, uniting the 
bourbon and blackberry concoction. “You want to 
emulsify the two within each other,” says Restaurant 
General Manager Bryan Brady, looking on as the whole 
is shaken into something greater than the sum of its 
parts. “Since the shrub is a vinegar base, to incorporate 
it into the liquor you have to be more vigorous, and you 
don’t want it to have as long of a melt, as you might find 
in an Old Fashioned. That’s also the reason we go with 
the big cubes—less surface area, more drink.” 

Those large ice cubes await in the glass, into which 
the mixture is now poured. “Last but not least,” Katie 
says, picking up a lemon, “a little zest, and that’s it.” 

That aromatic touch of citrus disperses quickly as the 
glass is raised and tipped. There is the dark fruit of the 
berries, their tartness and that subtle sourness of the 
vinegar balancing the sweet demarara. Together with

here are, by scientific 

count, approximately 9,736 
rosé-inspired plays on words in 
the known universe. They pop 
up on Instagram and T-shirts, 
spark a smile and maybe a pour 
with a toast to the witty creator, 
their true source remaining 
pretty much a mystery. Were we 
to write an origin story for Rosé [i 
All Day, however, the setting 
must be Croteaux Vineyard. 

Step through  Croteaux’s 
front door here in Southold, 
just past the light-blue VW Bug 
parked outside with the sun- 
faded wine bottles balanced 
on its rear bumper, through 
the small, rustic room and out 
the back door. The sensation is 
something like going through 
the looking glass, into another world entirely, one a 
bit more lively, more intimately festive and certainly 
pinker than the one you just left behind. 

Time was not so long ago when this journey proved 
impossible. For some 18 months, starting in the spring 
of 2018, a Town of Southold Zoning Board of Appeals 
decision regarding a question of contiguous acres had 
kept the Croteaux tasting room closed. As people waited 
for the doors to reopen, founder Michael Croteau and 
the team still produced wine for sale at shops and 
restaurants, their Rosé on the Run truck and at pop-up 
tastings in intriguing locales. 

One such pop-up arose at Greenport’s new

boutique Menhadan hotel, which 
Kristen and Daniel Pennessi 
opened last December. As winter 
moved to spring, an opportunity 
arose to purchase the vineyard 
Croteau had founded in 2003. 
The Pennessis partnered with 
Randy and Barbara Frankel 
(who purchased nearby Shinn 
Estate Vineyard in 2017) to 
buy Croteaux, and_ various 
negotiations and_ stipulations 
with the town later, the tasting 
barn and garden reopened this 
August. Almost immediately, 
the crowds returned, filling 
colored chairs beneath swaying 
trees and umbrellas, taking in 
the bucolic view and a glass 
or two of Long Island’s most 
renowned rosé portfolio. 

“There’s a very loyal following here,” Kristen says, 
looking out at the Wine Country oasis. “This is unique. 
It’s very beautiful, and there’s that laid back, casual feel 
to it.” She smiles, voices and clinking glasses from the 
garden offering a comforting background buzz. “We 
don’t have plans to change much.” 

To that point, Michael Croteau remains as a 
consultant and a link to a past when, well ahead of the 
rosé wave that has swept up the East End, he decided 
he would buck the red-and-white-only trend. As it has 
been since the first 2006 vintage, Croteaux remains 
the only U.S. winery that exclusively produces rosé, its 
current lineup of nine wines made from estate-grown

merlot, cabernet franc and sauvignon blanc grapes. 

“I always said I wasn’t a serious wine guy, I was a 
serious beach guy, so that led to rosé,” says Croteau, 
who is in fact quite serious about the quality in those 
bottles. “I always felt like this was a wine region that 
was on the beach. I spent some time in the south of 
France, and that’s what you drink when you're on the 
beach there, or in the Caribbean or wherever. At that 
time, rosé was basically third-string here, whereas 
other parts of the world really embraced rosé.” 

That embrace has blossomed into a full-on love story 
with plenty of players from around the globe. “There 
is a lot more competition in the market, but rosé is the 
one wine where you drink local,” Croteau notes. “So 
whereas it’s sometimes a hard sell to get really serious 
wine people to drink a Long Island red, we'll have 
tourists from different parts of the world here and they 
always want to drink a local rosé.” 

Creating an unforgettable cea experience, Kristen 
notes, is at the heart of both the vineyard and The 
Menhaden. “Aesthetically, the properties are very 
different. The hotel is super-modern, and _ this 
obviously is very rustic and kind of BoHo—polished 
and approachable. But with both properties, along with 
the same level of service, you come and you feel like 
you're somewhere else.” 

A late-summer breeze makes it clear that somewhere 
is right here—now and for any foreseeable future, as 
long a there is a glass in-hand. “The demand for rosé 
isn’t going anywhere,” Kristen says. “On a beautiful day, 
that’s all people want to drink. It’s rosé, rosé, rosé.” PY

primping and posing in the outfits. Anti’s celebrity 
fans include Bloody Osiris, Travis Scott’s stylist, 
rappers Smokepurpp and Nessly, and sneakerhead 
Benjamin Kickz. As Anti heads for its Hamptons debut, 
Jeremey (cofounder/CEO and a high school senior 
at Clifton College in England), Teitelbaum (COO and 
a sophomore at George Washington University) and 
August (Chief Marketing Officer and creative director 
and a sophomore at New York University) are excited 
to share a vision that is very personal and collaborative. 
“We see items we love, and put them up on foam 
boards,” Jeremey says of the creative process with 
his team. “We get inspired by ribbing, fabric or color. 
_ We pull different ideas together and start to see each 
collection has consistencies and themes. From themes 
come ideas.” 
The designers strive to offer versatile, on-trend 
pieces that are comfortable for everyday wear. The line 
. is designed for men, but the sgiagd are gender neutral, 


and the pockets, belt loops and 
buttons are thoughtfully placed 
so that the tailoring is flattering 
on everyone. 

“I like to call it business casual 
streetwear at an affordable luxury 
price point,” Jeremey says of the 
clothing, whose prices range from 
$108 for a printed tee to $398 for 
a cashmere sweater. 

The premiere collection consists 
of 10 key piéces, including a pair of 
relaxed fit, black stretch jeans with 
a bold purple contrast stitching; 
slimline black tuxedo pants 
with white appliqué lace flowers 
down the legs; a black and white 
cashmere intarsia sweater with 
the men’s and women’s restroom 
icons; and sumptuous black stretch velvet cargo 
pants with a leopard print stripe down the side with 
magnet closures on the pockets.

Given his lineage, Jeremey 
became acquainted with the 
fashion industry from a young 
age by spending time in the 
Tahari stores and watching how 
his father catered to his clientele. 
But Jeremey says he wants to 
distinguish himself creatively— 
and he doesn’t always agree with 
what his famous father says. 

“I’ve always been into fashion,”
